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New Sierra Passenger Mask 


Sierra Engineering Building 
New Type Passenger Masks 


While it is true that “Look 
for the Green Wienee” will 
never have the general ac¬ 
ceptance of the the ditty “I 
wish I was an Oscar Mayer 
Wiener” it could certainly 
have much more meaning to 
aircraft passengers who hap¬ 
pen to find themselves in the 
rare situation of experien¬ 
cing an inflight decompres¬ 
sion mishap. 

The “green wienee” is the 
designation given to a small 
compartment being built in'o 
the new passenger masks 
that are now in production, 
under license of the McDon- 
rel - Douglas Corporation, 
by Sierra Engineering Co., 
of Sierra Madre. Calif. 

Passenger masks are those 
that are carried in every 
passenger carrying airliner 
in the United States and are 
so rigged that in case of an 
in-flight decompression they 
automatically present them¬ 
selves immediately to every 
passenger. In some aircraft 
the masks drop out of tile 
back of the seat in front ot 
the passenger and in others 
they are available from the 
overhead compartment. 

Each aircraft is required 
to carry at least ten per 
cent more of these masks

As a result of an in flight 
decompression over Albu¬ 
querque, New Mexico in No¬ 
vember of 1973, it was noted 
that, “Many passengers be¬ 
lieved they were not getting 
adequate, if any. oxygen 
flow from the mask, and 
discarded their mask to 
roach for another,” thus 
much confusion was created. 

Part of the confusion 
comes from the fact that 
when masks are used at the 
6,000 to 8,000-foot altitude 
cabin pressures, normally 
maintained, there is minimal 
flow from the oxygen gener¬ 
ator (as little as .5 liter/ 
mint and therefore minimal 
expansion of the accumula¬ 
tor bag is visible. At alti¬ 
tudes of 30,000 feet cabin 
pressure the flow rate would 
be about 4 liters/min. and 
the bag would show a great 
dpal more inflation.

“Household furnishi ngs 
and other valuables in a 
private residence have been 
exempt from property taxa¬ 
tion since 1966, and anyone 
who seeks to gain access to 
the property for this purpose 
is a fraud,” Watson said.

Telephone Companies Start New Type Service Jan. 1

Those who use the most 
will pay the most. 

This concept will be ap¬ 
plied over the next year to 
business customers of both 
Pacific and General Tele¬ 
phone in the Los Angeles 
metropolitan area. 

While the impact on reve¬ 
nues to the telephone com¬ 
panies will be relatively 
minor (slightly down for 
General, slightly rap for 
Pacific), the impact on in¬ 
dividual businesses may vary 
considerably. 

The California Public 
Utilities Commission has 
ordered General Telephone 
to begin adding a measure¬ 


ment and timing feature to 
its Los Angeles area busi¬ 
ness charges starting on or 
about January 1, 1977. 

Pacific Telephone, which 
currently offers measured 
business service, has pre¬ 
viously been authorized to 
begin the convers ion to 
timed service in the third 
quarter of this year and to 
continue until completed into 
early 1977. 

Under the new plan, called 
measured local service 
(MLS), local calls will be 
counted and timed in incre¬ 
ments of five minutes or 
less. Each increment of five 
minutes or less beyond a

basic monthly allowance will 
be charged at the single 
message unit rate, present¬ 
ly five cents. 

Introduction of the mea¬ 
surement and timing feature 
will reduce monthly charges 
for about 64 per cent of 
General’s business cus¬ 
tomers, who now pay $12.60 
for flat - rate service with 
neither number nor duration 
of calls a factor. The MLS 
rate will be $7.65 for 80 calls 
a month not to exceed 400 
minutes. 

In its decision, the PUC 
said that the flat-rate charge 
for business service in met¬ 
ropolitan areas is an anchro- 
nism. MLS is more equitable, 
the PUC added, because it 
more truly reflects the (Un¬ 
derlying cost of service. 
“Some business customers 


lastmg anywhere from one 
hour up to a full day in 
length or longer. Obviously, 
it costs far more to provide 
the service than is returned 
in the revenue and the cost 
for these types of calls is 
now being shared by the ma¬ 
jority of customers whose 
local calls last less than five 
minutes,” the PUC decision 
says.

that industry? 

A. — I think you have 
chosen a good industry, but 
I'd like to suggest you con¬ 
sider a few of the character¬ 
istics of the industry and the 
idea of choosing .a different 
type of company as the way 
to invest in It. 

The semiconductor indus¬ 
try is only ahout thirty years 
old. They ant devices used 
to control, amplify or direct 
electrical currents and have 
largely replaced the “tubes” 
which used to he the "works” 
of our radios and television 
sets.

A detailed story on 
this industry appears in the 
April issue of Better Inves¬ 
ting and I’m pleased to send 
you a copy. 

Q. — In the annual report 
that I recived from a cor¬ 
poration in which I have 
stock there was a state¬ 
ment that they would send 
me a copy of the SEC Form 
10-K if I would like to have 
it. What is that form? 

A. — The SEC Form 10-K 
is a detailed financial re¬ 
port that a corporation is 
required to file each year 
with the Securities and Ex¬ 
change Commission. If you 
have ever seer a prospec¬ 
tus, the description of a 
business that is issued in 
connection with the sale of 
securities, you will have seen 
a document much like the 
10-K form. This form gives 
a description of the* business, 
lists its property, lists its 
borrowings and gives con¬ 
siderable detail on the com¬ 
pany’s financial operations. 
It probably has a lot mere 
information than the aver¬ 
age shareholder would make 
use of. The 10 K form has 
always been available to- the 
public upon sending a re¬ 
quest to the SEC and the 
payment of a fee. In recent 
years many corporations 


have begun to offer it to 
their shareholders on re¬ 
quest and usually at no 
charge. An occasional cor¬ 
poration has made the 10-K 
form a part of its Annual 
Report.

City Council Completes 


the public interest, conven¬ 
ience, and necessity required 
the acquisition of easements 
on certain real property for 
public street purposes, the 
area affected was Sunnyside 
Lane in the canyon, collec¬ 
ting Woodland and Brook- 
side Lane.

Resolu¬ 
tion 76-29 was given a mo¬ 
tion and second and adopted, 
setting in motion the project 
of Tennis Courts in Sierra 
Vista Park by day labo* - 
and force account. 

Ordinance No. 938 was 
presented to the Council for 
first reading only, it being 
an Ordinance of the City of 
Sierra Madre reducing the 


penalty for delinquent water 
bills from ten per cent to 
five per cent, and the service 
to such delinquent users 
may be shut off at any time 
after a ten day written 
notice.

Juvenile Gangs! 


by Supervisor James Hayes, 4th District 

Juvenile gang violence in Los Angeles County is a 
sputtering fuse that could ignite an explosion if not 
checked. 

That is the finding of a trio of youth gang experts 
from Philadelphia Who have spent the week studying the 
gang problem in Los Angeles County. 

Supervisor James Hayes imported the three because 
they put together a program in Philadelphia that success¬ 
fully de fused the streets of that East coast city. 

"I opened every door in the County to this Phila¬ 
delphia Crisis Intervention Team, and what they tell me 
about our gang problem confirms my worst fears,” Hayes 
said. 

The problem of gang violence is widespread and 
growing in Los Angeles County, but there is little or 
no constructive effort being made to- stop it. 

“From the perspective of the streets — and that’s 
what I wanted from these men from Philadelphia — the 
County’s Youth Services Division is all that’s keeping 
the lid on,” Hayes explained, ‘and they’re so understaffed 
that it amounts to eight guys, out there re-fusing gang 
tensions all over the County, with virtually no back-up 
or assistance from any other County agencies. 

“And here’s the terrible, ironic kicker — the Chief 
Administrative Officer has just recommended that the 
Youth Services Division be cut from next year’s budget. 

That can’t be allowed to happen,” Hayes stated 
emphatically, “You can’t evaluate a ‘street program’ with 
the same bureaucratic yardstick that measures road 
construction or any other County projects.” 

In the next few weeks; Hayes will be receiving 
specific recommendations from the Philadelphia Crisis 
Intervention Team regardnig what they think can and 
should be done in Los Angeles County to effect the 
decrease in gang-related violence that is essential. 

“We seem to have a good-news /bad - news situation,” 
Hayes noted, “The bad news is that the problem of gang 
violence is so advanced — but the good news is that, 
form what my friends from Philadelphia have seen, all 
the elements are already present here in the County to 
deal with the problem. 

“With their help, I’ll he making specific recommenda¬ 
tions, very soon, to pull together the positive aspects of 
what we now have, and de fuse the juvenile gang powder-
